Russian Emperor Visits Cowes; 
Makes a Friendly Speech 
Aboard the British 
Royal Yaeht. 


MONARCHS REVIEW FLEET 


Vast Crowd Assembles; Detec- 
tives Alert to Prevent At- 
tack on Nicholas by 
Anarchist Bands. 


COWES, Aug 2.—The ret official visit of 
the Russian Emperor Nicholas to England 
was one of the most impressive and spectacu- 
lar events that Cowes, accustomed to naval 
pageantry, ever witnessed. King Edward, 
with most of the members of the royal fam- 
ily, put out this morning on the royal yacht 
Victoria and Albert and met the Russian im- 
perial yacht Standart and the squadron of 
warships accompanying it off Spithead at 
noon. 

Emperor Nicholas immediately went on 
board the British royal yacht, where he was 
greeted by King Edward, and after the mon- 
arches had partaken of luncheon the Russian 
squadron, with the Victoria and Albert lead- 
ing the way, reviewed the British fleet. 

The British had 150 ships aligned in three 
filee between Cowes and Spithead. There 
were twenty-six battleships; of which seven 
were Dreadnoughts, sixteen armored cruis- 
ere and eight other crg®sers, forty-eight tor- 
pedo boat destroyers, and shoals of subma- 
rines. a * 


Dinner Is Brilliant Function. 

The dinner aboard the Victoria and Albert 
was a brilliant function. The dining room 
was decorated with red roses, and on the 
table was a magnificent display of gold plate. 
Beside the king and queen, and the emperor 
and empress, the guests were the crown 
prince and crown princess of Sweden, the 
prince and princess of Wales, the duke and 
duchess of Connaught, Premier Asquith, Sir 
Edward Grey, Reginald McKenna, and M. 
Iswolsky. 

King Edward in proposing 4 toast to the 
Russian monarch said: ! 

am glad that you have had the oppor- 
tunity of seeing the most powerful and the 
largest fleet ever assembled, but I trust your 
majesty never will look upon these ships as a 
symbol of war, but, on the contrary, as a pro- 
tection to our coasts and commerce, and, 
above all, a6 a means for upholding the in- 
terestg of peace.” 

The king also referred to his pleasure at 
recently meeting a number of members of 
thé Russian duma, and made allusion to Em- 
péror Nicholas’ former visit to England. 


Emperor Praises British Fleet. 

In responding Emperor Nicholas said that 
the magnificent naval review he had wit- 
nesged bore full testimony to Engiand’s 
great It was a grand sight and had 
deeply impressed him. His majesty said he 
always would remember the days he had 
spent with the beloved and venerated Queen 
Victoria. In concluding the emperor said: 

May the friendly welcome given by your 
majesty and the queen and the people to the 
members of the duma and in the winter to my 
aquadron be a token of the cordial relation- 
ship between our two countries, founded on 
common interest and mutual esteem.” 

Those aboard the yacht during the review 
of the fleet were impressed by the emperor’s 
frankness and the unaffected manner in 
which he referred to events that might have 
been expected to have caused him annoy- 
ance. 

Alluding to the dere. the a mon- 
arch declared. This is the most impressive 
and wonderful demonstration the world ever 
has seen.” He especially was impressed with 
the extraordinary progress made in the con- 
struction of submarines. 


Hundreds of Yachts at Anchor. 
Besides the warships there were hundreds 
of yachts of all types, from the largest steam- 
er to small sailors, at anchor. All were 
dressed in flags, and when the Russian squad- 
ron started its cruise of inepection the war- 
shipe fired a salute of twenty-one guns, 
which made a tremendous din and covered 


‘the waters with a haze of blué smoke. 


The Russian squadron was made up of the 
imperial yacht Standart and its consort, the 
Polar Star, and the big lead colored cruisers 
Admiral Makharoff and Rurik ‘and two tor- 
pedo boat destroyers, The British sailors 
and marines manned ship as the inspection 
squadron pasged through the lines. All the 
British bands played the Russian national 
anthem and the crews of both nationalities 
gave three cheers for each other. 

The measures taken to safeguard Emperor 
Nicholas make him seem like 4 prisoner ot 
state when compared with other royal per- 
sonages who have visited Cowes during re- 
gat week. The Standart is at anchor be- 
tween two battleships of the Dreadnought 
type, which are surrounded by other na va! 
vessels, while small boats patrol about the

She is known in the literary 
world ae Mrs. Frances Trego Montgomery. 
Her husband is Hugh M. 8. Montgomery, 
wealthy grain dealer and former vice presi- 
dent of the board of trade. He is at the fam- 
ily residence, 4729 Woodlawn avenue. She is 
in Aoldness, N. H., om the Livermore estate. 

Acoording to the housekeeper, who has been 
with the family for nine years, the divorce 
papers came as a surprise to Mr. Montgom- 
ery, but he broke the news calmly to her at 
the dinner table in the simple statement, 
Well, Bessie, she has served my walking 
papers on me.“ 

In all the time I have been with them,“ 
said the housekeeper, ‘“‘I have never heard 
an unkind word pass between them.

Six residents of Chicago went to their 
death yesterday in lakes and bathing places 
near the city and as many others had nar- 
row escapes from drowning. Tragic acci- 
dents caused all of the deaths, one little boy 
drowning in the presence of his mother and 
a party which was dragging the lake for the 
body of a Chicago man. 

The most prominent of the victims was 
George W. Hertel, a department manager 
for Marshall Field & Ca., who met his death 
in Beaver lake, Wisconsin, in the afternoon. 
in spite of the frantic efforts of his daugh- 
ter to save him. Three drowned dy falling 
overboard from boats, one was drowned 
while in ewimming, and one while wading. 


The Dead. 

BARTAS, PETER, 87 years old, 858 West Divi- 
sion street; fell from rowboat in Fox lake, 
CANNON, RICHARD, 90 years old, Rice street 
and North Forty-sixth avenue; drowned while 

swimming in clay hole in Morten Park. 

DELUE, MAX. o years old, Forty-fourth street; 
drowned in Oedar Lake, Ind., while watching 
searching party. 

HERTEL, GEORGE W., 36 years old, 870 um- 
merdale avenue; drowned in Beaver Lake,

It is believed that Mr. Hertel was at- 

tacked by cramps. He and his wife and 
children had been camping on the shores of 
Beaver lake for several weeks. In the 
afternoon Hertel went out rowing and swim- 
ming with a daughter. They were re- 
turning and were not far from shore, when 
the father decided to try a dive from the 
boat. 


“Little Swim’’ Ends in Death. 

“Just going to take a little swim before 
we go in,“ he told his daughter, who was 
rowing the boat. 

He sprang over the side of thé boat and 
sank beneath the water. When he came up 
he was gasping for breath. He attempted 
to swim to the boat, but was unable to do 
so, either from cramps or from injuries 
caused by his plunge to the bottom. 

Throw me an oar, quick!” he cried. 

The girl threw the oar, but it did not strike 
near enough for her father to reach it. The 
girl then attempted to paddle the boat to her 
father’s assistance with one oar, but she 
couldn't row fast enough to save her parent, 
who sank before the eyes of the terror strick- 
en girl. Heartbroken, she rowed to the shore 
and notified the cottagers. The body was re- 
covered half an hour later. 

Hertel, who had a wife and three children, 
went to the lake Sunday night. The family 
has been there all summer. 


Drowns Near Searchers. 

At Cedar Lake the Delue boy fell from the 
pier into fifteen feet of water and was 
drowned before any one could come to his 
ald. A party in charge of a deputy sheriff 
of Lake county was dragging the lake for 
the body of Littlejohn, who had fallen from 
a boat and drowned only a short time before. 

Mrs. Delue and her son were standing on 
the pier when the boy leaned too far out and 
fell. He sank almost within reach of the 
frantic mother, who could have saved him 
had she not swooned and fallen unconscious 
on the, pier. The bodies of the Delue boy 
and Littlejohn were recovered. 

Bartas, who was drowned at Fox Lake, is 
believed to have fallen from a rowboat while 
in an epileptic convulsion. Several persons 
who were fishing saw the empty boat and it 
was traced back to the landing, where it 
was fqund Bartas had taken it. A searching 
party dragged the bay, but the body was not 
found. 

Cannon was seized with cramps while 
swimming in a clay hole in Morton Park. He 
sank before his companions could reach him. 
The body was recovered and taken to the 
undertaking rooms at Thirteenth street and 
Linden avenue, Cicero. 

It is said the Lindberg child was wading in 
the bay at Lake Noquebay when he stepped 
into a deep hole and sank.

PUSH MADDEN FROM THRONE 


Building Trades Unions Form 
New Central Organization. 


POWER OF THE “BOSS” GONE 


Final Stage in Decline Began with 
Conviction by Court. 


Martin B. (“ Skinny”) Madden was de- 
throned as dictator of the building trades 
in Chicago last night by a representative 
gathering of the organizations he has domi- 
nated for a decade, which formed the Chicago 
Building Trades section of the American 
co of Labor ang applied for ar. 
er. 

The act was the virtual repudiation of 
Maddan by the unions he has dominated and 
led. He no lo can act as the arbiter 
of the labor disputes of this group of labor 
organizations and the working agreements 
he has drawn up with the big corporate em- 
— of labor are prectically null and 
v 

To be dropped by these unions fs the final 
step in the downfall of Sinne Madden 
which began with his indictment, trial, and 
conviction on sensational charges of graft 
in the Criminal court of Cook county. 

The action of the building trades was spe- 
cific. Seven of the principal trades which 
have bowed to Madden’s leadership, and 
one which he long sought to boss, were 
represented by delegates at the meeting, 
which was held in the pall of the Chicago 
Federation of Labor. There was no oppo- 
sition to the proposed new organization. 


Unions Represented at Meeting. 
The trades represented by delegates were: 
structural iron workers. 

Carpenters, two organisations, 

Elevator constructors, 

Hoisting engineers. 

Marble cutters and setters, 

Sheet metal workers, 

Steamftters, 

Plasterers and glass workers. 

Action was taken to form a council and ap- 
ply for a charter from the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. The various unions will 
be notified to elect delegates fully empowered 
to act and to sign the constitution of the 
new council. Another meeting will be held 
Aug. 12 at which these delegates are to de 
present. 

The officers elected were representative 
leaders of the building trades and men in 
sympathy with the idea of affiliation with 
the national labor fedegation. John Metz, 
president of the carperiters’ district council, 
was elected president. W. E. Francis, bust- 
ness agent for the structural iron workers, 
was named secretary. 

The determination of the Buflding trades to 
break away from the Skinny Madden 
régime was seen in the ptesence of James 
G. Hanahan, business agent of the hoistivg 
engineers, who worked hand in hand in 
forming the new council with James Kirby, 
president of the building trades departmont 
of the Federation of Labor. 


Only Two Lack Full Power. 

Of the building trades represented at the 
birth of the new council whese manifest 
purpose is to wipe Skinny Madden off 
the labor map only the plasterers and glass 
workers were not fully authorized to sign 
the constitution. They will report to their 
organizations which will instruct delegates 
with full power for the next meeting. 

Labor leaders expect the result of this 
meeting to be that Madden will be left with 
such a small handful of followers that his 
bullding trades organization will be no longer 
a formidable rival to the federation. Em- 
ployers of labor who seek to have construc- 
tion work done will not have to dee 
Madden. 


HUNT FOR PORTER RENEWED, 
WIFE BEING SERIOUSLY ILL. 


Friends Announce Critical Condition of 
Grieving Woman in Hope of Bring- 
ing Insurance Agent Home. 


Mrs. Benjamin W. Porter, wife of the in- 
surance agent whose disappearance on May 
20 attracted wide attention, is in a critica} 
condition at the Lakeside hospital. Friends 
made the fact public last night in the hope 
that the wandering husband might see the 
published story and return before his wife 
dies. 

Grief over his desertion has aided the 
progress of her illness. Just before the birth 
of a child a few weeks ago Mrs. Porter 
pleaded in public notices for his return, and 
offered rewards for information concerning 
him. She explained that all was forgtven."’ 

Mrs. Porter’s father, L. C. Ludwig, also 
promised money for information about the 
missing man, and employed private detec- 
tives to ald the general police search. 

Porter left his home at 7860 Bond avenue 
apparently to go to the insurance office. Next 
day E. J. Nealy, local superintendent for the 
insurance company, received a badly pen- 
ciled note from Porter, hinting at foul play. 
The note cautioned Nealy against “ hiring a 
man who would put up such a fight.“

TRACY CREDITORS MAY GET 
SEVEN CENTS ON THE DOLLAR 


Receiver Is Ordered to Bring Bankrupt 
Brokers Back to New York, No Mat- 
ter What It Costs. 


New York, Aug. 2.—[{Special.]—Creditors of 
Tracy & Co., the stock exchange firm of 40 
Wall street, which failed on May 27, met to- 
day before William H. Willis, referee in 
bankruptcy, at 80 Wall street. Edward G. 
Benedict, receiver. unanimously was elected 
trustee. Ralph Wolf, attorney for the recelv- 
er, said the receiver had $25,000 cash on hand 
and about $25,000 in stocks and bonds, with 
other assets from which he expects to realize 
$50,000 to $75,000, while the Habilities are 
from $1,000,000 to 51.800.000. It was suggested 
that the creditors might receive 7 cents on 
the dollar when all expenses are paid. 

The three partners, William W. Tracy, 
Frederick W, Parker, and Robert D. Coving- 
ton, were neither present nor represented by 
counsel. Mr. Wolf said he understood that 
Tracy was in Chicago, Covington in Indian- 
apolis, and Parker in Italy. He wanted the

The ection was taken at four 
special meetings of the union, called for the 
purpose of considering the refusa! of the offi- 
clals of the two great traction companies 
to grant demands for higher wages. Am- 
ultaneously with the union's action, the po- 
lice department canceled all furloughe ia 
anticipation of trouble. 7 

Coupled with the strike vote order was the 
practically unanimous rejection by the em- 
ployés of the offer of the companies to renew 
the expired agreements on the old terms. 

The employés of the Chicago City railway 
company, who met at Garrity’s hall, 4800 
State street, were incensed over the offer of 
President Thomas E. Mitten of the com- 
pany to refer to arbitration the whole ques- 
tion of wages The men showed their re- 
sentment on this proposition by voting down 
the arbitration offer without a dissenting 
vote. 

-Referendum Wext Thursday. 

The referendum will be taken next Thurs- 
day. The vcting hours will be from 8 o'clock 
a. m. to 4 a. m. the following morning for the 
north and west side men and from 44. m. to 
3 a. m. the next morning fcr the men on the 
south side lines.

New York Central System Plans 
Transfer to Gibson, Ind. 


FORERUNNER OF BIG MOVE. 


Reported Change from Chicago Excites 
‘Hammond and Suburb. 


„ 


Freight transfer yards in Chicago for each 
of the railroads embraced in the New York 
Central system will be abandoned as such, 
and a clearing house for general freight 
tranefer for the New York Central lines will 
be established across the Indiana state line at 
Gibson, a suburb of Hammond, according to 
a statement made public in Hammond last 
night. 

This information was credited to C. W. 
Hotchkiss, president of the Indiana Harbor 
Belt railway and closely allied with the New 
York Central interests. 

Officiais of the New York Central were in 
Hammond on Friday and were said to have 
disposed of some of the preliminaries. An- 
other party of Michigan Central and Big 
Four officers were at the site of the new yards 
in the morning. 


Only Forerunner of Big Plan. 

Hammond and Gibson are excited over the 
move, which ts held to be the forerunner of 
a plan to concentrate the interests of the 
system at the Indiana city. 

According to the account, the plans aten 
plate the removal of the transfer yards of 
the following railroads from Chicago to 
Gibson: 

Take Shore and Michigan Southern yards at 


Englewood, 
Nickel Plate yards at Stony Island. 
Michigan Central yards at Kensington. 
Big Four yards, Grand Crossing. 
Chicago, Indiana & Southern yards at Engle- 


wood, 1 
Gibson to Be Freight Center. 

The understanding at Hammond seems to 
be that the first step will be the removal of 
more than 500 railroad men, with their fam- 
ilies, and at least two large factories from 
Chicago to Gibson as a starter, and that, in 
the immediate future, the Indiana suburb 
will become the freight distributing and 


classification center of the New York Cen- | 


tral system. 
C. E. Schaff, vice president ot the New 


York Central lines at Chicago, is in charge 
of this department of the railroad’s business. 
He was not to be found in Chicago in the 
evening and no authoritative statement could 
be obtained from the high officials of the sys- 
tem as to how far the plans go in the con- 
centration of freight business acrose the 
state line. 
Author of Statement Away. 

C. W. Hotchkiss was not in Chicago in the 
afternoon or evening. Confidential officials 
in his office said he had left for northern 
Michigan in the morning. 

From information available it is not un- 
derstood that the move to Gibson will mean 
the entire abandonment of the Chicago 
yards, but that they will be maintained for 
switching purposes. | 

In some circles it was believed that further 
announcement of the New York Central's 
plans will carry with it a program of action 
which will thoroughly reconstruct the map 
of Chicago freight terminals and switching 
facilities, although this view did not come 
from any authoritative source.

TELL OF TRAGEDY IN ‘RIVER 


Three Men Assert R. Sheridan 
~— Tried to Save Mrs. Watkins. 


CALMLY ROW FROM SCENE, 


— 


Friend Says Launch Owner Was in 
Love with Housekeeper, 


Robert Sheridan was drowned while trying 
to rescue Mrs. Lian Watkins, his house- 
keeper, the police of South Chicago were told 
yesterday at the close of many hours of in- 
quiry into the double tragedy in the Calumet 
river on Sunday. Sheridan’s body was found 
in the river in the morning near the place 
where Mrs. Watkins’ body had been recov- 
ered on the day before, thus disposing of the 
mystery as to what had become of him. 

Mrs. Watkins’ body “was found after the 
launch in which she and Sheridan had been 
riding up and down the stream had been dis- 
covered, its engine runping full speed, stuck 
in the mud in the river. 

The report of the attempted rescue of Mrs. 
Watkins and the trag ic end of the affair was 
given to the police by three men, Carl Gear- 
son, 602 Fulton avenue; Elmer Muths, 525 
Pullman avenue, and Neil Van Burgess, 105 
Peterson avenue, all of Pullman. They gave 
a strange report of their calmly rowing away 
from the scene of the tragedy. 


Man Leaning Over Rail. 

These men told the police that they had 
witnessed the accident from a hundred yards 
@istance. When they first noticed there was 
something wrong with the boat they said 
they saw a man leaning Over the rail attempt- 
ing to draw a person from the water. They 
rowed rapidly to the place, but before they 
reached it they could th that the person in 
the water was a woman because of her hair. 

Suddenly the man, who at the last was 
leaning far out over the edge of the boat, the 
police report runs, fell head first into the 
water and sank from view. 

The rowers stayed at the place a few min- 
utes and, seeing neither body rise to the 
surface, pulled away, they said. All of them 
said that they had noticed the couple pre- 
vious to the drowning and none of them had 
seen any evidences of a quarrel. 


Learn of Their Affairs. 
After the body of Sheridan had been identi- 


fied by his brother, Thomas Sheridan, who - 


lives at 43 Thirty-fifth street, and the inquest 
over the body continued until today the police 
had a talk with Charles E. Warner, 6356 
Ingleside avenue, employed by F. M. Grabner 
in a paint store at 610 Sixty-third street, 
where Sheridan worked. | 

He was a queer man,” the brother said 
He kept pretty well to himself, and I had 
not seen him for a long time.“ 

Warner threw light on the affairs of Rob- 
ert Sheridan and Mrs. Watkins. 

Sheridan came to my house some time 
ago, Warner said, “and told me he was 
jealous. He was desperately in love with 
Mrs. Watkins, and three weeks ago made ap- 
plication for a marriage license, but was re- 
fused because ‘she had been divorced within 
a year. 

“There was a quarrel some time before 
this and Sheridan left their place and made a 
trip to Michigan in his boat. Then he re- 
turned and appeared to have been accepted 
in the good graces of Mrs. Watkins.

Relatives at Bedside in Sterling 
When Long Illness Ends, 


CONSPICUOUS IN POLITICS. 


Representatives from Federal Offiecs 
to Attend Funeral. 


United States District Judge Solomon H. 


| Bethea died at 12:40 o'clock this morning at 


the residence of his cousin, S. S. Royer, at 
Sterling, III. Death came after a long ill- 
ness, and had been expected at almost any 
hour during the last ten days. 

At his bedside when Judge Bethea passed 
away were his only two living relatives—Mrs. 
Henrietta Mason, a first cousin, and. Mrs. 


| 8. 8. Royer, who was his second cousin. 


By the death of the judge a notable loss is 
occasioned within the ranks of the federal 
judiciary and in the political lines of Illinois. 


Leader in State Politics. 

He had been a most conspicuous figure in 

Ilinois Republican politics since 1882; was 
appointed United States district attorney at 
Chicago by President McKinley Jan. 3, 1899, 
and United States judge for the Northern 
district of Illinois by President Roosevelt, 
March 2, 1906. 
Judge Bethea was born in Dixon, Leecoun- 
ty, May 18, 1852, and had made Dixon his 
home during his lifetime. He was the son of 
‘Squire W. W. Bethea, one of the best known 
of northern Illinois pioneers. His education 
was secured in the common schools of Lee 
county, in the Dixon high school, and sub- 
sequently in the University of Michigan, 
from which he was graduated in 1872. 


Funeral in Sterling. 

The time of the funeral will be announced 
some time today. Burial is to be in the 
Palmyra cemetery, Palmyra, Lee county, 
near the farm on which the jurist lived for 
many years. The funeral services will be 
held in Sterling. It is understood that rep- 
resentatives from each of the federal offices 
in Chicago will officially attend the funeral 
and that many of the personal friends of the 
dead jurist from the federal districts in Ili- 
nois and neighboring states will be present.

Thirty Days from Jan. 1. 


The governor is required by law to appoint 
the new board, whose functions are merely 
inquisitorial and advisory, within thirty days 
after the act takes effect. Only such sec- 
tions as relate to the organization of the 
board of administration took effect July 1 
with the remainder of the session laws. The 
other provisions of the act are not effective 
until Jan. 1.

Bishop Turner of African M. E. Church 
Urgés Colored People to Use Their 
Numerical Strength. 


The Right Rev. Henry McNiel Turner of 

Atlanta, Ga., senior bishop of the African 
Methodist Episcopal church, accused his race 
of cowardly submission to political opposi- 
tion, and appealed to them to stand up and 
fight for their rights, in an address last even- 
ing at the Bethelchurch, Thirtieth and Dear- 
born streets. 
Lou men and women of the colored race,” 
he said, do not realize your numerical 
power, and you are too lazy to figure it out.

There are not less than 18,000,000 today 
in this country, and there are 4,600 colored 
babies born every day. We are here, and we 
should be a great politica] factor or nothing.

Few Exceptions from Rule for 
Geographical Prefixes to 
Revised Names. 


Because of the thousands of inquiries that 
have poured in from corporations with large 
mailing lists, as well as from private individ- 
uals whose residence numbers will de 
changed, John D. Riley, superintendent of 
the city bureau of maps, and Ald. Jacob A. 
Hey, chairman of the council committee on 
street nomenclature, yesterday issued an 
analysis and a plat of the local application 
‘of the Philadelphia street numbering system 
that is to be enforced Sept. 1. 

It was not intended to attempt a complete 
record of the chan to be made but to in- 
struct the public concernifg the provisions 
of the recent ordinance and to furnish a gen- 
eral idea of the division of the city’s streets 
by distances from base lines which ts the 
foundation of the new plan. 

We could not attempt to show all the 
200,000 changes, said Mr. Riley, but we 
thought « general outline map showing the 
distances from the base lines and a concise 
analysis of the terms of the ordinance would 
be of value to the public.” 


Analysis of Situation. 


The statement issued by Supt. Riley fol- 
lows: 


bers shall be in place on or before Sept. 1, 
according to the terms of the new ordinance 
as amended.

* TRUST FACES NEW SUIT 


New York Raa Company 
Alleges It Was Tricked. 


WILL ASK FOR 581,500,000. 


Armours, Swifts, and Others Will Be 
Made Defendants, 


New York, Aug. 2.—[{Special.}—Suit to re- 
cover triple damages in the sum of $1,500,000 
confronts the great beef maghates of Armour 
& Co., Swift & Co., and kindred corporations. 
Papers will be filed on Wednesday with the 
clerk of the United States Circuit court by 
the minority stockholders of the New York 
Butchers’ Dressed Beef company. Their at- 
torneys, Hays, Hershfield & Wolf, will go to 
Chicago within a few days and will spend a 
month there if necessary examining J. Ogden 
Armour and his associates. 

The plaintiffs allege that in open defiance of 
the act of July 2, 1800—the anti-trust act— 
Armour & Co. and their associates have 
stifled the competition which the New York 
Butchers’ company was able to advance up to 
two years ago. 

They allege that by trickery the Armours 
and others bought up the majority of the 
stock of their company, so that when there 
was a directors’ election in April, 1907, they 
found the majority of the vqtes cast for the 
men who since have worked in accord with 
the beef syndicate. 

When the New York Butchers’ Dressed 
Meat company was incorporated in 1902 it 
was the direct outcome of the protest made 
by the retail butchers of New York against 
the constant forcing upward of the price of 
meat, which that year reached the highest 
point ever known. 


Butchers Take Much Stock. 

Butchers subscribed to the stock of the 
new corporation on the representation of an 
agreement by which the company was to be 
operated as an independent concern. As a 
result of this understanding the company 
was capitalized at $750,000 and subscriptions 
made it possible; tof build" large! abattoir 
at Eleventh avenue and Fortieth street. 

The new companys within the next five

U. $. BANKER SUICIDE AT SEA. 


Charles Brown of Buffalo Cuts Throat 
as Vessel Is Nearing 
Antwerp. 


ANTWERP, Aug. 2.—Charles Brown, who 
is said to have been a banker of Buffalo, N. 
Y., committed suicide by cutting his throat 
on board the Vaderland as the veseel was 
nearing Antwerp today. Mr. Brown, who 
was suffering from melancholia, the effects 
of a nervous breakdown, previously had 
made an unsuccessful attempt to kill him- 
self by jumping into the sea when the Vader- 
land was at Dover.

McCann and Griffin Discuss

State’s Attorney for Fur- 
ther Inquiry? 


Police Inspector Edward McCann, under in- 
dictment on charges of grafting in the Des- 
plaines street vice district, conferred with 
his attorneys yesterday-in the office of Col. 
James Hamilton Lewis. While he was there 
Detective Jeremiah Griffin, who was indicted 
on similar charges by the July grand jury, 
came up to see him, and the two policemen 
had a chat about their respective cases. 

During the day a rumor leaked out to the 
effect that Inspector McCann «had asked 
State’s Attorney Wayman to present some 
evidence against others to the grand jury, 
and that Mr. Weyman had refused to do so. 
It was said by the bearers of the rumor that

His cage is his, and my 
case is mine, He just wanted to see me and 
have a chat. There was no significance in 
the matter at all.

I have put in my plea of not guilty.’ It is 
a true plea, and I am content to stand on it 
and go to trial in a proper way.”’

W. L. Brown, chairman of the board of 
directors of the American Shipbuilding com- 
pany, has issued to the stockholders a state- 
ment bearing on the resumption of dividends 
On the company’s common stock, He also 
comments on the request of certain minority 
stockholders asking for dividends. In part 
Mr. Brown says with reference to the divi- 
dend of 4 per cent ordered on the common 
shares: 

“The reason for the declaration of this 
dividend is that a surplus of approximately 
$317,000 in excess of the amount necessary 
to pay the dividend on the preferred stock 
has been earned for the year, and the prea- 
ent working capital of the company, which, 
with the codperation and assent of the stock- 
holders, the directors have been able 10 ac- 
cumulate out of the earnings of past years, 
seems in their judgment to be sufficient for 
the present needs of the company. 

We say present needs because it is 
probable that in the growing conditions of 
the shipbuilding industry on the lakes, the 
prime importance of keeping the company's 
plants in the highest state of efficiency to 
successfully meet competition which is con- 
etantly increasing, and the necessity of tak- 
ing bonds in part payment for new con 
struction, further expenditures must be 
made and a larger capita\may be required. 
In view of certain criticisms when bave ap- 
peared in the public prints, the directors 
think proper to make this statement to the 
stockholders. 


Dividends Halted by Panic. 

On July 24, 1907, the earnings of the com- 
pany for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1007, 
being sufficient to warrant such action, the 
board of directors deeldred a regular divi- 
dend of 4 per cent and an extra dividend of 2 
per cent on the common capital stock. Then 
came the panic of 1907, and owing to the in- 
ability of the company to make collections 
the stockholders will remember that the pay- 
ment of all dividends, both on the preferred 
and ‘common stock, was necé@ssarily post- 
poned, though later paid.

The directors desire to inform the stock- 
holders that their action in declaring this 
dividend on July 28 has not been influ- 
enced by such criticism, but is solely in pur- 
gsuance of their intention, cheerfully avowed 
to all inquiring stockholders, to resume div}- 
dends on the common stock as and when 
the earnings of the company would render it 
wise and prudent to do so.”
